DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 12-22 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitation "the second dam resting on the bearing during the first tilting movement of 
said lateral button, and facing the second ramp at the end of the first tilting movement" 
in the combination as claimed in claim 12 is not anticipated or made obvious by the prior 
art of record in the examiner's opinion. 

For example Maruyama et al (US Patent 6,065,889), Sung (US Patent 6,817,800 
B2) and Nakazato et al (US Patent 5,704,694) disclose a side-knock type mechanical 
pencil comprising a first and a second cam and a first and a second ramp. Lovejoy et al 
(US Patent 3,701 ,112) discloses a pen having a side actuator comprising a first and 
second cam and a first and second ramp as well as a bearing surface adjacent the 
second cam prior to movement of the button. 

However the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the specific limitation of 
"the second dam resting on the bearing during the first tilting movement of said lateral 
button, and facing the second ramp at the end of the first tilting movement" in the 
combination as claimed in claim 12.
